States Se ek Help 
It is the reconstruction corpora­ 
tion which will carry the great re­ 
lief task 
authorized 
by 
t h e new 
legislation. 
Already t h e preponder­ 
ant majority of the s t a t e s are look­ 
ing there for help. 
In fact, less than 
15 of the 48 
we re shown by an Associated Press 
compilation to intend definitely not 
to take full adv antage of the relief 
act. 
Governors of anoth er few are 
undecided as yet; 
but plans are 
underway in more than JO st ates to 
utilize both the “destitution loan”
